DECLARATION OF FORD GREENE 


FORD GREENE declares: 

1. I am an attorney licensed to practice law in the Courts 
of the State of California and am the attorney of record for 
Gerald Armstrong and the Gerald Armstrong Corporation, defendants 
herein. 

2. On September 14, 1993 I caused to be filed on my 
clients' behalf a special motion to strike the complaint based on 
Code of Civil Procedure section 425.16 because the instant 
complaint is in retaliation for Gerald Armstrong's exercise of his 
First Amendment right to freedom of speech and right to petition 
the government for redress of grievance. 

3. Armstrong's motion is likely to prevail because 
plaintiff's filing of the instant suit is a thinly veiled effort 
to circumvent a stay issued by Department 30 of this Court in a 
substantially identical lawsuit entitled Church of Scientology 
International . Los Angeles County Superior Court Case No. BC 
052395. The stay will be lifted when the Second District Court of 
Appeal rules, in Second District Court of Appeal Case No. B 069 
450, on the legality of the settlement contract that Scientology 
seeks to enforce in the pre-existing case, as well as in the 
instant case. 

4. On September 13, 1993 at approximately 11:30 a.m. I 
provided notice of this ex parte application by telecopied letter 
to plaintiff's counsel Andrew H. Wilson. A true and correct copy 
of said notice is attached hereto and incorporated herein as 


Exhibit A. 
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Under penalty of perjury pursuant to the laws of the State of 
California I hereby declare that the foregoing is true and correct 
according to my first-hand knowledge, except those matters stated 
to be on information and belief, and as to those matters, I 
believe them to be true. 



MEMORANDUM OF POINTS AND AUTHORITIES 

Scientology has served a first request for production in the 
instant case to which a response must be served on September 14, 
1993 . 

Code of Civil Procedure section 425.16 (g) requires that all 
discovery proceedings "shall be stayed upon filing a notice of 
motion made pursuant to this section." 

On September 14, 1993, Armstrong filed his notice of special 
motion to strike pursuant to Code of Civil Procedure section 
425.16. Since one department of the Superior Court cannot enjoin 
or otherwise interfere with the judicial act of another department 
in the same court ( Elsea v. Saberi (1992) 4 Cal.App.4th 625, 631, 

5 Cal.Rptr.2d 742), and Scientology is already litigating a 
lawsuit in another department of this court that is substantially 
identical to that at bar, Armstrong is likely to prevail on his 
special motion to strike.
